Cold Mink. Pa., Mui-oli 12.— A 
fearful utiruy oecurretl a short diHtance 
from this villngf yesterday, in which 
three men with shot, two futtllly and 
one seriously. Tin- difficulty grew out 
of a love iiii'.iir lietween Kzekiel Henry, 
a voting farmer, and .Mary C'hristerman, 
the iiivtty daughter of a well-known 
farmer, living about, eight miles from 
here. 

Two years ago Henry met Miss 
Cliristennan. Vuv a year he paid her 
attention, and would have married her 
but for her father's opposition. A year 
ago he ordered Henry to stop visiting 
his daughter. 

Up to about two weeks ago the re- 
lations of the two young people appear- 
ed to have been at' an end, but at that 
time the old fanner discovered a boy in 
the act of carrying a note from Henry 
to his daughter, in which Henry ex- 
pressed himself rather forcibly on the 
parent's conduct, and notified his lady 
love that he had completed preparations 
for their elopement. 

The enraged fanner swore he would 
kill him if he ever caught him, and 
went to his house in search of him, hut 
did not find him. Mr. Christermen 
lectured his daughter, and she promised 
obedience. Yesterday afternoon the 
young woman requested permission to 
go out for a walk, which the father 
granted, but sent her younger brother, 
aged about 14, along as a precautionary 
measure. They passed Henry on the 
little street running through the vil- 
lage but did not speak to him. The hoy 
reported the occurrence on his arrival 
home. The old man's suspicions were 
lulled and his vigilance relaxed some 
what. 

Early in the afternoon the young 
woman was missing. On her father's 
arrival home he at once divined the 
cause. He called in two neighbors 
Moyer and Isaac Swope, to accompany 
him ami the two started in pursuit. 
About ten miles from Gold Mine they 
came up to the eloping couple. Cliriater- 
man irumediatey called out Henry to 
stop and give up his daughter. Henry 
laughed and lashed his horse into a 
gallop. The faster horses of C'hrister- 
man made the race between the parties 
a brief one. 

Driving alongside C'hristerman 
sprang from the wagon and grasped 
.Henry's horse by the bridle, bringing 
him to a short stop. Ho then began to 
abuse Henry in most violent terms. 
At last Henry sprang from the carriage 
and struck the old fanner in the face, j 
Both men then grappled and fell to the j 
ground. Finally Henry broke loose, 
when Chistennan tired his revolver | 
point blank. The bullet grazed Henry's 
forehead, inflicting a slight wound, i 
With an oath Henry pulled a pistol j 
and hastily discharged it at Chriater- 
mau, thd ball stricking him in the right 
leg. The old farmer fell, and as Henry 
turned around Moyer and Swope jump 
eel out of the wagon and ran to Henry, 
who then fired two shots at Moyer, 
stricking him on the shoulder and the 
left side in close proximity to the heart. 
As Mover fell Swope tired a shot at 
Henry which took effect in his left 
arm. After tiring Swope turned and 
ran toward the brush by the road side. 
As he did so Henry tired another shot, 
striking Swope in the back. Swope 
continued running for a few yards, 
when Henry emptied the hist chamber 
of his revolver, the bullet taking effect 
in Swope's left shoulder. Swope fell 
among the bush. 

Henry then jumped into the carriage 
and drove rapidly down the road to- 
wards Lebanon. During the shooting 
Miss Ohristorman jumped out of the 
carriage and sprang to the side of her 
wounded father, wdio cursed her and 
attempted to drive her away. The 
shouts and cries of t he wounded farm- 
ers soon brought assistance, and the 
four actors in the aflray were driven to 
Christ'erman's home. A physician pro 
nounced the injuries of Swope and 
Moyer us fatal. Christermau's leg was 
broken, the bone having been shattered 
by the pistol balls. Pursuit was at 
once instituted. Henry was captured 
wdiile driving towarda Lebanon, and 
brought back to tiold Mine. At last 
accounts Swope and Moyer wen? said 
to be rapidly sinking, a bitter feeling 
against Henry is spreading among the 
farming population. 

Miss Christerman is a tall, line look- 
ing girl of about 19 years. She said 
her father had no right to interfere in 
their love affairs, and when told that 
her lover would in all probability be 
convicted of murder she went into^hys- 
terics and raved like one insane. 
Moyer and Swope are two respectable 
fanners.

THE WHISKY BILL. 

It is useful to turn from a consideration 
of our own political affairs to those of the 
adjoining republic. At this time Wash- 
ington is much exercised over the fuilure 
of an effort to pass through congress a 
bill to relieve the whisky distillers of the 
west from the imposition of a tax. Wash- 
ington exchanges explain that in tho pros 
porous years that followed the hard times of 
1877 the whisky distillers of Illinois,Indi- 
ana.Ohio, Kentucky and Pennsylvania tak- 
ing advantage of cheap cornand grain, man- 
ufactured ti great deal more liquor than 
was marketable. They know this but 
hoped for the best. The result is a glut 
in the market. There is more whisky 
than the people can drink, and during the 
last two years taxes hnvo fallen due on the 
great quantities of spirits in bond which 
the distillers cannot pay. They, there- 
fore, ask congress to extend the period 
of payment two years, pleading certain 
principles of taxes and good will to the 
government as an excuse for the result of 
their own folly. When the bill was be- 
fore tho forty-seventh congress a «reat 
deal of money was spent to pass it — some 
authorities say $500,000 was expended, bul 
it failed lo pass two-thirds and was killed. 
A majority of the house, however, voted 
to take it up. At that time W. U. Kelley 
was chairman of the committee of ways 
and means and vigorously opposed the 
measure with his colleague Samuel J. 
Randall. These two men were charged 
! with killing the bill on that occasion. 
This year the whisky men again brought 
up the bill and it is charged that Carlisle 
was elected speaker by their efforts. Now, 
it is estimated that tho whisky bill in one 
way and another involves 8100,000,000. 
If the bill fails to pass a dozen banks 
who have loaned money on whisky in 
bond will be ruined; two hundred dis- 
tilleries will be shut down and millions of 
gallons of whisky thrown on tho market. 
In the lust congress the difficulty was in 
getting the bill up, but the tariff issue, un- 
der which the present house was organiz- 
ed, has also solved that problem. As tho 
tariff was to be ho great an interest this 
session n rule was adopted giving revenue 
bills the right of way on the house calen- 
dar. Nothing can now impede the passage 
except appropriation bills. The whisky 
bill is not a revenue measure in tho sense 
outlined by the rule, for it was not "de- 
signed to raise tho revenue." Mr. Mor- 
rison, who has engineered this clever op- 
eration from the first was, however, equal 
to this emergency . He merely wrote an- 
other bill imposing four per cent, interest 
on the extended taxes, substituted it for 
the original bill of Willis of Kentucky 
and obtained a favorable report from the 
committee on ways and means. This 
bill was reported to the house and undor 
tho rule Mr. Morrison could call it tip by 
a majority vote. Congressmen were 
"aeon" at homes, petitions and newspaper 
clippings had been distributed, and every 
influence brought to bear likely to make 
a note. On Saturday it, was announced 
that the whisky forces were ready and 
that Morrison would call up tho bill. 
Tho house was packed thut day. Nearly 
every member was in his seat, including 
Mr. Randall, the evil genius of the whisky 
ring and probably »the only man in the 
whole house who has fathomed the tariff 
reform contest from the start. Morrison, 
Blackburn and Willis were afraid of Ran- 
dall and exacted a promise from him bo 
fore the house that he would not 
play any parliamentary dodges on them 
The scene that ensued over the bill was one 
that rarely occurs in the house of repiv 
sentatives. Generally so important a mea- 
sure is met with a serai" bit- lor the floor, 
and hot words on both sides. On this oc- 
casion not a word was said. Within twenty- 
four hours preceding Saturday noon the 
tariff reformers had thrown oil' all disguise. 
It was unmistakably stated that they cared 
nothing for the horizontal scale, but that 
this was tin- scheme on which tuair very 
existence depended. Passed, the whisky 
distillers would contribute a million to the 
democratic campaign; defeated, the tariff, 
the party and the million would go over to 
t the republicans. As everybody understood 
the issue no talk was necessary. Mr. Mor- 
rison finally moved to go into committee of 
the whole on revenue bills. Mr. Carlisle 
promptly ruled the motion in order at any 
time, and Townshend, of Illinois, as had 
been previously arranged, moved to go into 
committee on appropriation bills. Towns- 
h etui's motion took precedence, and Mr. 
Carlisle so ruled. The vote on the latter 
motion was therefore a clear test. "As the 
gentlemen from Illinois do not appear to 
agree," remarked Randall, with a sarcastic 
smile, "let us have the yeas and nays on 
that motion." Ashe said this, the great 
leader threw a package of papers impatient- 
ly upon his desk and surveyed the house, 
like a geuoral who was wondering whether 
he need say anything to his men before en- 
tering battle. Something assured him, for 
he sat down and the roll was called. Tho 
result showed that the great tariff reform 
game had been played in vain. The whisky 
bill was killed by 12 majority (115 to 127). 
How the whisky men feel is voiced by one 
of them in an interview published with a 
Kentucky member. It may not inappro- 
priately close this chapter on tariff reform 
as exemplified by the statesmen from Ken- 
tucky and Illinois. It will be seen all dis- 
guise is thrown off as to the Speakership 
contest: "We have been knifed in the house 
of our friends," said the gentleman. "We 
put U)> seven-tenths of the money in the 
last campaign (hat made a democratic ma- 
jority in the present house a possibility, and [ 



wc have been rewarded with the blackest 
ingratitude. When the contest for the 
Speakership came on and Carlisle was 
chosen, we thought everything would go 
through without any trouble and felt 
sure the bonded extension bill would be 
promptly passed. Against the earnest pro- 
test of tho very men who made him speak- 
er, Carlisle proceeded to select Randall for 
the head of the most important committee 
in the house, an arrangement which enabled 
that gentleman to exercise a thorough con- 
trol over all important legislation. Mr. 
Randall has always been hostile to any 
proposition for the relief of the whisky in- 
terest, and it is due to him that our bill was 
promptly knocked out on Saturday. In the 
meanwhile we are becoming more and more 
embarrassed. Why, in the city of Louis- 
ville alotie the internal revenue bureau as- 
sessed tuxes on three-year whisky for the 
month of January last amounting to up- 
wards of $100, 0U0, and that sum had to be 
paid within ten days after February Oth, 1 
toll you, unless this relief is had, it means 
financial ruin to that interest that has paid 
over a billion of dollars in taxes {or the sup- 
port of the government. Now this may be 
a matter of small importance to the demo- 
crats of the house, but we propose to hold 
them responsible for all wo have to endure. 
This is a campaign year, and let them look 
to it." 



Mayor Carey Bcardc«l by tli<> 
Vintners. 

To the Editor. — In your strictures 
upon tho reply of the mayor to the vint- 
ners you intimate that nine-tenths of tho 
community are of ! he opinion that the 
Dominion liquor law is unconstitutional. 
I find no fault with you for thinking this 
to be tho case. I, however, have thought 
that not one-tenth of the community pre- 
tended to know enough about it to have 
any opinion upon the question. Neither 
would this be strange Hinco the terms of 
the B, N. A. Act puz/.lo the ablest con- 
stitutional lawyers in the Dominion, who 
are slow even tu hazard an opinion where 
lesser lights seem to regard themselves as 
easily competent for the task. 

I presume tho people await to be en- 
lightened before forming their opinion 
and probably they will have to until tho 
privy council shall finally decide tho de- 
bated question of jurisdiction according 
to their interpretation of tho terms of the 
tho B. N. A. Act. Whatever tho final re- 
sult shall bo I presume a public officer is 
more consistent both with duty and safety 
when ho takes his stand upon constitu- 
tional ground than if he were to commit 
himself officially as a partisan and anar- 
chist. The responsibility is not upon 
him but upon the Dominion Government. 

These same vintners managed to cap 
turo a majority of the seats m the city 
council this year, and now they are work- 
ing to bulldoze the people's chief officer 
into compliance with their aims. Who 
can blame agontleman for resenting and for 
feeling that his pride of manhood was at 
stake when ho was bearded by these 
arrogant liquor lords f 

The other day, in the city of Boston, an 
audience of 2,000 cultured people earnest- 
ly applauded u noted lecturer when he 
said, "What overthrew slavery? Its 
wickedness^ its industrial, social and 
moral mischievousness; but chiefly its 
arrogance, its attempt to rule the nation. 
What may ultimately overthrow the liquor 
power! Its wickedness; its industrial, 
social and moral injuriousness; but chiefly 
its arrogance, its attempt to rule the 
nation. " 

The very genius of the liquor trade is 
arrogance and rebellion. It has inherent- 
ly no respect for law, and will violate it as 
far as it dares, in prosecution of its aims. 
If this is deemed an extravagant charge, 
then I point to the systematic violation of 
tho Sabbath by tho saloons, to the gamb- 
ling that is carried on in connection with 
most, if not all of them, in this city, as 
an ample vindication of the accusation 
without the necessity of going further. 

I am not prepared to say what Mayor 
Carey ought to do, much loss to advise 
that an ordinance of tho Dominion Par- 
liament should be treated with contempt 
He seems to have that most uncommon 
faculty, a grasp of controlling principles, 
that does not leave him at the mercy of 
every accident, and which has stood him 
in such good stead in more than one in- 
stance since ho occupied his present posi- 
tion, when either knavery or incompetency 
have sought to sway him.

From behind the plain, broad writing 
table a brisk, active figure came forward 
to greet me with a bright twinkle of the 
eye, a sunny smile and a hearty grasp of 
tho hand. A remurkably youthful figure, 
as it first appeared to me, and must, jaunt 
ily arrayed. The apparel was conspicu- 
ous and oven foppish. Then; seemed to 
be a pervading effect of gold and jewllery 
rather too lavishly displayed. Coal, vest 
and trousers were cut in the top of the 
day's fashion. The cravat was brilliant 
in color and obtrusive in size. The gen 
eral impression was that of a dainty and 
airly dressed man, to whom a good look 
ing-glass was a very necessary article of do 
inestic furniture. 

But I was soon drawn from this rapid 
contemplation of attire to observe tho 
features and manner of the man himself.

Here be- 
fore me was a facu aglow with a bright, 
healthy, pink-and- white bloom; a face 
which, while furrowed with heavy lines

Ten Thousand Laborers to lie 
Engaged this Season. 

THE NAMES OF SOME OF THE LEAD- 
ING CONTRACTORS. 

St. Paul, March 12. — Mr. James Ross, 
constructing manager of the Canadian Pa- 
cific, is in the city. He says; Some of the 
leading contractors this year will be Corry 
Bros., who wore employed last season and 
who have done earth and rock work on the 
Northern Pacific. Several constructing 
linns who have been on the Denver & Rio 
Grande will also go out. Some of tho 
others are McDonald & Co., O'Connor & 
Co., and Doylan & Ryan, the latter being 
eastern men. Leonard A; McMnhon is an- 
other firm. In all, there will be forty or 
fifty contractors in the control of some 10,- 
000 laborers from the Western States, On- 
tario and Quebec. 

No CHINAMEN WII.I. BE EMPLOYED. 
Some settlers from the eastern sections 
may drift there but tin- majority of tho men 
will be those specially engaged. The Can- 
adian Pacific has agents here who will hire 
men, when navigation opens for tho con- 
tractors, and arrange transport. No ar- 
rangements have as yet been made for 
travelling rates with the roads bore, but 
probably the employers will be able to do 
so. Work will be commenced at tho sum- 
mit of the Rockies at Kicking Horse Pass. 
The Canadian Pacific has finished i>75 miles 
west of Winnipeg, leaving U00 miles to be 
finished to meet the work of '200 mill's o" 
the west end from 

PORT MOODY TO KAMLOOPS 
Now being constructed by the Canadian 
government. This 200 miles will bo done 
before the mountain division work is com- 
pleted, which latter will require timo, pro- 
bably till the summer of 188(>. The Cana- 
dian Pacific has been accumulating coal 
on Lake Superior, but now find they can 
utilize the coal on their own line thus 
saving expense of transport. The govern- 
ment has given the contractors two years 
in which to finish their "2(10 miles and the 
latter are making their plans accordingly 
LAST YEAll's WORK. 

Last year 37() miles of iron rails were 
laid on the main lino and '24 miles of sid- 
ings, of which 123 miles were in the moun- 
tains and foothills of the Rockies, 'file 
Canadian Pacific Company has contracted 
for steel rails to come out from England. 
The work on the east end, north of Lake 
Superior has been going on all winter, 
principally in blasting rock, there being 
7,000 men there now. 

rill'. THREE NEW STERI, STEAMERS 
To go across the lake are finished and the 
cabins are being fitted up. The boats 
are at Port Colborne, at one end of the 
Welland canal. The boats lire to be run 
between Owen Sound or Collingwood and 
Port. Arthur. The Canadian Pacific now 
has a continuous route from Montreal, 
taking in by purchase the Credit Valley 
and the Ontario and Quebec, the Toronto, 
Grey and Bruce roads, and running 
through to Toronto and Ottawa. It makes 
a competing lino to the Grand Trunk rail- 
way . 

OS THE WESTERN DIVISION 
Regular trains will run as far as Calgary. 
Work will bo continued in the spring 
without interruption until finished and 
all through next winter, reserving rock 
blasting for that season. The outlook is so 
encouraging that by the summer of 1880 
this great northern route will be opened 
for business. 

ANNIHILATING TIME AND 
SPACE. 

Northern Pacific Knilroad Ar- 
rangements Alter the Gill 
April. 

Mr. W.H. Dixon (general north western 
passenger agent of the famous Chicago, 
Milwaukee & St. Paul railway) and wife; 
.Mr. W. H. Marshall (genoral traveling 
agent of the same line) and wife; and Mrs 
,1. C. Pond, were among the arrivals via 
Puget Sound yesterday. The 0. M. & 
St. I 1 , railway is unsurpassed in equip- 
ment, management and speed, and the 
confidence felt in it by the f . S. govern- 
ment is shown by the fact that it has boon 
selected by the postmaster-general to 
carry the fast mail between Chicago, St. 
Paul and Minneapolis. The run is made 
in twelve and a half-hours, the 
splendid condition of the road enabling 
the company to make it in that time with 
perfect safety. Victorians who have gone 
over the lino unite in saying that tho pas- 
senger coaches and dining car services 
are among the best on the continent. 

As evidence of the attention which tho 
Northern Pacific company and the com- 
pany which Mr. Dixon so ably 
manages are giving to Pacific coast 
travel it may be mentioned that 
on and after the Oth proximo the 
schedule time on the former will be 
changed so as to enable their trains to 
connect with the Chicago, Milwaukie and 
St. Paul fast mail trains, reducing the 
time from ocean to ocean by from 24 to 
48 hours! On and after tho same date 
then; will bo immediate connection at 
Portland for -Victoria passengers bound 
east or west. There will bo absolutely 
no detention on either way. Passengers 
coming west will arrive at Portland about 
ti o'clock in tho evening. They will go at. 
once on board the steamer for Kahuna 
At Kalama they will take a "sleeper ' for 
Tacoma, where in the morning they will 
take one of the O. R. & N. Co.'s fast 
steamers for Victoria, making the Sound 
trip by daylight and arriving at Victoria 
early in the afternoon. 

The Agitation Against Unearn- 
ed Railway Lands. 

The people .if Walla Walla, like those 
of .Seattle, Dayton, Colfax, The Dallos, 
Spokane Falls and other places, are de- 
termined to place themselves right before 
Congress and the country on the question 
of forfeiture of tho Northern Pacific land 
grant, and with that object in view will 
hold a mooting on Saturday next, the '/20th 
instant. The call for the meeting is sign- 
ed by a large number of representative 
citizens, and its object is said in the call 
to be for tho purpose of taking into con- 
sideration and pronouncing upon the bill 
for forfoituio of tho unearned lands of tho 
Northern Pacific grant, as adopted by the 
House Committee on Public Lands, and 
measures for government, abolition of 
discriminating railroad rates and regula- 
tion of freights and fares. 

On the other hand the Tacoma people 
are in favor of the company keeping the 
lands and tho mayor litis itsuod this pro- 
clamation: 

The enemies of tho Northern Pacific 
Railroad Company and of Tacoma are 
alarmed and suddenly aroused to action. 
Let the citizens of Tacoma assemble at 
Alpha Opera Hall this evening, at 8 
o'clock, and by prompt action circumvent 
their enemies and ptomote their own in- 
terests. J. W. Spraoue, Mayor.

The Ship Railway and the 
Pacific Coast. 

Work on tho roadbed of the railway for 
carrying ships between the Atlantic and 
Pacific oceans, projected by Mr. James R. 
Ends, across the Isthmus of Tehuantepee 
in Mexico, was formally commenced last 
yenr near Minatitlau, its northern terminus 
ou the Coatzacoalcos river. That the ship 
railway project is one fraught with the 
most stupenduons results, may be readily 
seen when we consider the facts that tho 
American Isthmus separates about 100,000,- 
000 of the most enterprising, industrious, 
and enlightened people on tlru earth, inhab- 
iting tho North Atlantic Coast of Europe 
and America, from 000,000,000 souls who 
inhabit the Orient and islands of tho 
Pacific. The ship railway will give to the 
descendants of tho Rritish isles, a sea route 
betweeu their Atlantic and Pacific ports 
scarcely a thousand miles longer than the 
railway between New York and San Fran- 
cisco, and it will give to tho vast valley of 
tho Mississippi a gateway equivalent to tho 
Pacific. The Sue/ Canal brought London 
and Canton about :t,oOO miles nearer to- 
gether by sea. The ship railway will save 
more than three times this distance between 
the great American metropolis and every 
port in British Columbia. It will lessen 
the sailing distance which to-day separates 
the Atlantic and Pacific ports of British 
America by a distance but little less than 
half of the circumference of the world, and 
give a sea route between the Gulf of St. 
Lawrence and Vancouver Sound only 50 
per cent, longer than the railway routo 
across the American continent. 

Tehuantepee is the most northern of tho 
several isthmuses which, with the States of 
Central America, form the connecting link 
between North and South America. Being 
twelve hundred miles nearer the former 
continent than Panama, the route over it 
possesses immense climatic as well as geo- 
graphic advantages over the latter one. 

The heaviest gradient on the Atlantic side 
does not exceed 12 ft. per mile, while that 
on the Paeiflo is only 52 ft. for about eight 
miles, the remainder of the routo will have 
no grades exceeding 'ill ft. per mile. No 
exceptionally heavy work will In- encounter- 
ed either in cuts or embankments, and the 
entire road from the Coast zacoalcos river to 
the Pacific harbor will be only Rt-1 miles 
long. Engineering.

The steamship Idaho, Uapt. Oarrol, ar- 
rived this morning from Sitka and way 
porta with tho following passengers: Mr. 
and Mra. (Jullis, Mr. Stahl, of tho U, S. 
Adams; Gulbraith Taylor, J. H. Hopkins, 
0. C. Bsrtlett and several others. The 
weather was exceptionally Quo and a 
pleasant trip was had up and down. 

At Sitka on the loth instant, George 
M. Lewis, a seaman of the U. S. Adams, 
was ashore, and in tho evening attompted 
to reach the war vessel in a small water- 
y/logged dory without an oar or paddle. 
Tho night was stormy, and it is thought 
the frail craft capsized and the man was 
drowned. The steamer Rose, the steam 
launch of tho Adams, and other boats 
mado a diligent search for the body, but 
failod to find it. The body of Mr. Prior, 
who was reported lost, was found by one 
of the searching party, within six miles of 
the lower Kilisnoo village. Tho faithful 
dog of tho doceased was found dead, lying 
across the body of his ill-fated master. 

There is but little news from tho mines. 
The Treadwell tunnel is now in the ledge 
400 feet, with excellent prospects. The 
company have If)!) feet yet to drive to get 
through the ledge. Work has not yet com- 
menced in the placer mines. 

The officers of the V . S. S. Adams are 
anxiously awaiting the arrival of the U. S.

If the communication had come from 
a poor man probably no notice would have 
boen taken of it; and if such a precedent 
woro established thoro was no knowing 
whoro it would end. Either the electric 
light was or was not a failure. If the lat- 
ter thoro was a remedy, but while it was 
used it was worse than folly to take such a 
step as had boon proposed by this n>o 
tion.

Anthony Trollopc's Boyhood. 

This groat English novelist who has 
lately diod, describes in his autobiography 
some of the trials of his boyhood. He 
says: "1 was only seven, and I think 
that boys of seven are now spared among 
their more considerate seniors. I was 
never spared; and was not oven allowod 
to run between our house and tho school 
without a daily purgatory. No doubt my 
appearance was against me. I remember 
well, when 1 was still the junior boy in 
the school, Dr. Butler, the head master, 
stopping me in the street and asking mo, 
with all the clouds cf .love upon his brow 
and all the thunder in his voice, whether 
it was possible that Harrow School was 
disgraced by so disreputably dirty a little 
boy as I. All that was 50 years ago, and 
it burns mo now as though it were yester- 
day. It is the nature of boys to be cruol. 
I havo sometimes doubled whether am- 
ong each other they do usually sutler 
much, one from the othor's cruelty, but I 
sull'erod horribly. I could make no stand 
against it. I had no friend to whom I 
could pour out my sorrows. I was big 
and awkward and ugly, and, 1 have no 
doubt, skulked about in a most unattract- 
ive manner. Of course I was ill-dressed 
and dirty. Perhaps the 18 months which 
I passed in this condition, walking to and 
fro on these miserably dirty lanes, was 
tho worst period of ray life. 1 was now 
15, and had come to an age at which I 
could appreciate at its full tho misery uf 
expulsion from all social intercourse. 1 
had not only no friends, but was despised 
by all my companions. At last I was 
driven to rebellion and there came a 
great fight, at the end of which my op- 
ponent had to be taken homo for a time. 
If llieao words bo ever printed, I trust 
that some school- fellows of those days 
may still be loft alive who will be able to 
say that, in claiming this solitary glory of 
myschooldays, I am not making a false 
boast. " 



A Word About Girls. 

Tt is sometimes the case that an em- 
ployer thinks ho wants the services of a 
hoy or young man, when, in fact, ho really 
wants n girl, and don't know it. Fur 
some kinds of clerical work girls are more 
.serviceable and economical than boys. 
Boys are very good in their places, and 
we are even free to admit that thoy are, 
as a rule, more adjustable than girls; that 
is, they can be crammed into mure posi- 
tions and bo treated with more severity 
and greater injustice. Nobody thinks it a 
very serious matter to knock a boy about 
in any way. Boys expect to meet with 
rouyh treatment. Some people think it 
is good for theiu. Perhaps it is. Girls 
Inive to bo treated a lit tic more tenderly; 
and thoy ought to be. They not only de- 
serve it, but if they are of the right sort, 
they appreciato it, and other people got 
tho benefit. There are certain things 
girls can do just as well as boys; while 
there aro certain other things that thoy 
can do much hotter. 1st. They make ex- 
cellent amanuenses, and those of them 
who understand short-hand, and have.be- 
sidos a good English education, need never 
think of getting married merely to be 
taken euro nf. They can take caro of 
themselves. 2nd. Thoy are good cash- 
iers, being careful and honest, and having 
a natural taste for order 'and neatness. 
3rd. They make good-book-keepers. We 
have tried them and wo know; and we 
have the concurrent testimony of a good 
many reliable people. And finally, they 
are excellent confidential clerks. 



How Boy's niarblCN are Made. 

Almost all the "marbles" with which 
boys every whoro amuse themselves in 
season and out uf season, on pavement 
and in shady spots, i>ro made at Oborstein, 
Germany . Thoro are largo agate quarries 
and mills in that neighborhood, and the 
refuse is turned to good account in pro- 
viding tho small stone balls for oxports to 
"knuckle" with. The stone is brokon in- 
to small cubes by blo\v3 of a light ham- 
mer. These small block* of stones aro 
thrown by the shovelful into the hopper 
of a small mill, funned of a bedstone, 
having its surface grooved with concentric 
furrows; above this is the "runner," 
which is of some hard wood having a level 
face on its lower surface. The upper 
block is made tu revolve rapidly water bn- 
ing delivered upon the grooves of tho bed- 
stone tvhore the marbles are being round- 
ed. It takes abiiut fifteen minutes to 
finish abushol of good marbles, ready fur 
the boys' knuckles. One mill turns out 
1(10,000 marbles per week. Tho vory 
hardest ''crackers," as tho boys call them, 
aro mado by a slower process, somewhat 
analogous, however, to the other.

Speech orllis Kt»j :il Highness on 
Hie Housing of tin* Poor 

(London W'or I; 1. ) 

The Prince of Wales has made many 
better speeches, both in substance and 
form, than that which he delivered on 
Friday. rTe evidently felt the difference 
between addressing the House of Lords 
and speuking at u charity dinner. In- 
stead of sitting as he usually does 
quietly on the front cross bench, the 
Prince flitted about restlessly from 
place to place. He talked now with 
Lord Granville, then with Lcrd Salis- 
bury, then with the Lord Chancellor, 
and", last of all, with Sir 0. Dilke, who 
stood in front of the throne. The 
weight of undelivered speech has boon 
a heavy burden in greater orators than 
the Prince of Wales, and it is not sur- 
prising that he felt uneasy till he £0t it 
off his vnind. The nervousness of the 
Prince somewhat spoiled his delivery. 
The sentences did not How easily from 
his tongue, and he seemed embarassecl 
by the task which ho was undertaking. 
The Prince of course was sustained 
and encouraged by friendly cheers. It 
is so rarely that a prince speaks in the 
Upper House that the appearance of 
E. R. H. excited great enthusiasm in 
the peers, and they would have cheer- 
ed heartily even if the speech had been 
much poorer than it was. Its senti- 
ments were excellent, but the setting 
was slightly defective. The Prince, as 
we all "know, has a ready command of 
collocpuial English, and can make a good 
after-dinner speech. On Friday, how- 
ever, there was a stiffness and awk- 
wardness in his stylo which it would 
have no doubt lost if he hud been move 
easy and confident. The Prince, I be- 
lieve, consulted the leaders on both 
sides before deciding to speak, and they 
highly applauded his intention. 

Petroleum, Hie Sail ©rtlieBible. 

It seems to be frequently referred to 
in the Bible, though Hibical chemistry 
is much obscured by bad translation. 
* * * Manv things become compre- 
hensible if we take the generic term 
salt, and apply it to petroleum and its 
residue, asphalte. Lot's wife, if convert- 
ed into a pillar of common salt, would 
have been washed away by the lirst 
shower of rain, but a pillar of asphalte, 
even as a memorial of her, would have 
been an enduring monument and might 
have been seen by Josephus and his 
contemporary, Clement of Koine, both 
of whom declared they saw it. So also 
when we are told by iVlark that "every- 
one shall be salted with fire, anil every 
sacrifice shall be salted with salt," 1 
see a meaning only when I recollect 
that, in regions containing petroleum, 
sacrificial lires were fed with this fuel 
to aid the burning. In like manner, 
when Matthew likens the blessed, first, 
to salt, and immediately after to a light- 
edltorch (forcandles, as translated, were 
then unknown), I see the connection 
in his mind. He had just said that 
which had lost its savour was only fit 
to be trodden under foot of men. Now 
salt never does lose its savour and it is 
never fit to be trodden under foot. But 
petroleum does lose its essence by ex- 
posure, and uot of the residue the an- 
cients used to make asphalt pavements, 
as they do at the present day. I only 
give some reasons for my belief that 
the salt of the Bible, in its generic sense, 
was often applied to petroleum; but I 
admit at the same time that the reader 
ought not to attach much importance to 
nsy opinions on any subject of Bibical 
criticisms. — *S'tr Lyon Plauf'air in Good 
Words. 

Women Sea Captains 

Mrs. Mary A. Miller is Dot the first 
woman who has served successfully as 
mistress of a ship. Mrs. Capt. Patten 
of Bath, Me., who while her husband 
was lying ill in his berth navigated his 
ship around Cape Horn and up to San 
Francisco, although his timid lirst oflicer 
wanted to stop at Valparaiso for assis- 
tance; of Mrs. Capt Abbie Clifford, of 
the brig Abbie Clifford, who after her 
husband had been washed ovt-rboard 
brought the vessel safe into New York 
Harbor from below the equator; of 
Mrs. Capt. Reed, of the Oakland, of 
Brunswick, Me., was a practical navi- 
gator of celebrity, and of Miss Janet 
Thomas, who often used to navigate 
her father's ship, who is now teaching 
a school of navigation in this city and 
who was in part the author of "Thomas' 
Navigator," a book of authority among 
mariners. These cases are all of recent 
date. To theiu the Leveri worth (Kan.) 
Times adds the case of Mrs. Capt. John 
Oliver Norton, of Edgartown, Mass, 
Her husband commanded a whaling 
vossnl, and she frequently went with 
him into the Arctic waters. On one of 
these expeditions all the boats were 
out, leaving on board the captain and 
just euough of the crew to manage the 
vessel. A whale was noticed off the star- 
board, and the captain and the men puzzl- 
ed how to get it. It was the woman who 
lullft/hv^iP Jkes oi A (m •UltUatlhiHIn-'fate 
of his whale-ship. Going to the wheel 
she prevailed upon her husband to 
leave the ship in her charge, with two 
disabled men, while he and his men 
went after the whale. He did so. The 
woman managed the ship all day until 
nightfall, wjien the boats returned, 
that in command of her husband having 
captured the biggest whale ever seen 
in those waters.
